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WILL BERKELEY ASSIST? 


A number of public spirited gentle­ 
men of San Francisco have gone to 
work with a will to raise sufficient 
money for 
a 
competing 
railroad 
through the San JoaquiB valley, a 
valley that is nearly six 
hundred 
miles long and which is as level as a 
billiard table. 
One million and a 
quarter of money 
has 
been sub­ 
scribed in San Francisco within two 
days and it is confidently expected 
that three quarters of a million more 
will be subscribed during the next 
week. 
When that is done, Oakland, 
Berkeley and the . other towns that 
will be benefitted by the competing 
road will be asked 
to subscribe. 
Work will be commenced just as 
soon 
as the $2,000,000 has 
been 
subscribed. 
There is now no possi­ 
ble doubt but what the road will be 
built, and that it will pass through 
Berkeley over what is now known as 
the 
Narrow Guage road. 
It will 
pass through a rich section of Contra 
Costa county before it reaches the 
great San Joaquin 
vafley, tapping 
great coal deposits, and large quar­ 
ries of both building stone and stone 
suitable 
for the 
macadamizing of 
streets. 
It also will give an outlet 


for 
a number of farmers and fruit 
raisers. 


Again it will give the people of 
Berkeley the opportunity of traveling 
to and from the city on a new 
ferry 
line of fast steamers, and in this way 
it will assist in bringing thousands of 
people to Berkeley. 
If the property 
owners and 
people here desire to
